So much ha« been « aid concerning the 
agrroment between the city and the light 
company that it ia giv en today in full 
for the first time. The contract fol- 
lows : 
“The said party of the first part here­ 
by agrees to fnrnish for the purpose of 
lighting the streets, alleys and pnblic 
places of said city, by electricity, nsing 
86 arc lights of a standard power of 
3,000 
candles each light, and of the make of 
the Genera) Electric company, or their 
equiv alent, said lights to be located 
along snch streets, alleys and such 
pnblic 
places as the cooncil or its 
duly authorized committee may from 
time to time designate. 
“ Said party of the first part, aud its sue- 
ceescMnaiid assigns.shnll famish all posts, 
wires, materials aud apparatns of any 
kind, together with all lalior necessary 
to maintain said lights daring the terms 
of this contract. 
And it is agrwHi that 
each of said lights shall be left bnraing 
from dnsk until daylight for aud during 
ev ery night season of the year, and said 
lights shall be regular aud of the b« *st 
quality. 
Said party of the.first part further 
agrees that all lamps used shall be double 
carbon lamps, supplied with the adjnsta- 
ble hanger and swung by the cable sys­ 
tem to 86 feet poles at such intersections 
of stnnsts or alleys where loctited ; the 
engine shall be first class in ev ery re­ 
spect, and of sufficient horse power to 
supply, at any and all timi-s, one horse 
power, at least, for ev ery 
2,0()() candle 
power arc light, exclusiv e of any and 
ev ery other light or lights ; and in order 
to morti completely carrv out the terms 
of this contract, said ¡mrty of first part, 
the Ceramic City Light comfHiny, agre« *« 
to purchase and keep ready for imme­ 
diate U8« nat any and all tiimw, one extra 
60 arc dynamo ; that the nmiiuer of 
e<iuippingas well as the materials used in 
it the same, not herein pro\ided for, 
shaU in all respíH-ts be similar to that re­ 
quired by the New York board of fire 
underwriters. The win« of the city fire 
alarm in all cases and nnder all cinmm- 
stances shall hav e the right of way and 
shall in no way be inri'rfered with by 
said party of the first part, its agents 
and employes. 
“ Said party of the first i» rt shall sav e 
the second party harmless from all 
costs, expenses or damages incurred by 
said second party on acoount of any suit 
for alleged or actnal infringements of 
patents upon elætrical, lamps, fixtures 
or apparatus famished by said first 
party in carrying out the prov isions of 
the contract. If at any time the city 
dt« ires to furnish its own light it shall 
hav e the option of doing so after giv ing 
six months notice of such intention to 
purchase the plant and appliances of the 
Ceramic City Light company and pay­ 
ing therefor the a(rtual cash v aluation of 
the same as it shall be determined by 
three appraisers, one to be selected by 
the committee, one by the company, and 
they to select a third ; all of said ap­ 
praisers disinterested and competent; 
and said first party aerees that in case 
of the selling of the plant they will giv e 
the second party first option and oppor­ 
tunity of purchasing the same. 
“ It is mutually agieed as between the 
party of the first part and the party of 
the second part that if, after three years 
from the date of this contract, council 
decides there has been a substantial re­ 
duction in the cost of generating elec­ 
tricity for lighting purposes, the city 
shall hav e the right to ha v e the price 
fixed by three disinterested arbitrators, 
one to be selected by the city, one by 
the company, and they to select a third, 
and their reptat shall fix the price for 
the coming three years, bat the price as 
fixed by arbitrators is in no ev ent to ex­ 
ceed the original contract price. 
“It is mntoally agreed as between the 
party of the first port and the party of 
the second part that if, after six years 
from the date of this contract, council 
decides there has been a faither redac­ 
tion in the cost of generating electricity 
for lighting pnrposes, the d ty shall hav e

course congress may finally take w ith 
respet't to the Cameron resolution, the 
insistent efforts of the present adm inis­ 
tration at least, w ill continue to b e ex­ 
erted in b ehalf of an autonomous gov ­ 
ernm ent for the Cub ans. 
D aring the 
correspondence b etw een this gov ern­ 
m ent and Spain, the Canadian system 
has repeatedly b een referred to as a 
model w hich Spain m ight <lo well to 
follow in granting home rule to her C a­ 
b an colonists. 
Tne ob jection, howev er, 
has b een made and w ith some reason, it 
is adm itted, that a system which would 
work adm irab ly w ith her m ajesty’s 
sub jects in Canada, m ight utterly fail 
if applied to the Cab ans. 
T hat Spain has intim ated that under 
certain conditions she would not b e 
av erse to granting a reasonab le measure 
of home rule to the Cub ans, is b eyond 
question. 
She, howev er, insists that 
nothing less than a disastrous defeat in 
b attle will cause the iusurgeiits to heed 
such pn>poeitiuns and it is regarded in 
M adrid as useless to attem pt any of the 
reforms suggested until W eyler strikes 
a decisiv e b low. 
This gov ernm ent, 
howev er, does not fully agree w ith that 
v iew of the case, and undoub tedly it is 
m aking some progress in its couteution 
for ¡)cace on a b asis alike reasonab le 
and honorab le to the Cub ans as w'ell us 
to 
One of the principal motiv es which 
has actuated this gov erum eut iu the 
course it lias taken iu this m atter is the 
protection of the persons and property 
of citizens of the U nited States now en­ 
gaged as tob acco and sugar planters in 
Cub a. Although the planters generally 
are said to sym nathize w ith the Cub an 
cause, iuform utiun has reuchea this 
gov ernm ent that as a rule they enter­ 
tain serious doub ts of the ab ility of the 
nativ e Cub ans, if wliolly successful, to 
m ointaiu a stab le and sutisfai'tury gov ­ 
ernm ent. 
W hat the planters im « t de­ 
sire is annexation to the U nited States, 
b ut as the adm inistration, as plainly 
made ev ident, regards this as out of the 
question, the planters next fav or an 
autonomous gov ernm ent under the ex­ 
ecutiv e 8 a^rv i>iuii of Spain. 
Shoold Spain consent to allow Cub a 
to legislate as to her own internal 
affairs, the U nited Statc;s, as stated ’b y 
Mr. Olney in his report to eongress, 
would consent to b ecome resixmsib le 
to Spain for the faithful ob serv ance of 
the conditions of the treaty b etween 
the two CDuutries. 
The idea of this 
m rv adunent is that this 


eouia b « ' made a m rt ol a new treaty 
b etween the U nited States and Spain, 
tlie necessity for which is adm itted b y 
iHith gov ernments. 
The lust treaty was 
m adeinl7H 5 . 
ritdiator Hale has receiv ed a letter 
from Senator Hour, who is ab sent from 
the city, uiiiiouncing his op{H)sitiou to 
the Cub an ri solntioiis and asking Sena­ 
tor Hale to pair him in any way that 
will ‘‘defeat, delay or b ring to confu­ 
sion” the resolntinns reporttnl 
from 
the comm ittee on foreign riations. 
Senatore Halo, who is expected to 
lead the opjiosition to the Cub an reso­ 
lutions in tlie senate, is preparing for 
the conflict which he expects to follow 
the holiday rec-ess. 
It is the general 
understandiug that the qnestion will 
b e one of tlie first to b e raised after the 
reconv ening of congress and it is looked 
forward to as a b attle royal. ‘ ‘The adv o­ 
cates of the resolution,” said the Maine 
senator, “ w ere at first inclined to claim 
a tw o-thirds m ajority. 
I doub t w hether 
they feel so sanguine now and I am 
sure they would not if they knew how 
rapidly the conserv ativ e sentim ent in 
the senate is grow ing.” 
“ 1 was sorry to see,” the senator con­ 
tinued, “ that I had b een quoted as say­ 
ing, iu a b oastful m anner, that we 
should b e ab le to defeat the resolutiou 
on a v ote. 
I would not w ant to claim 
that result at the present time, b ut I 
hope for it in the end. 
Indeed, I am 
receiv ing assurances from influential 
senators ev ery day of sym pathy w ith 
the mov ement in opposition to the reso­ 
lutiou, and I b eliev e the sentim ent in 
the country is lapidly v eering that w'ay. 
Of course, there are m eetings and reso­ 
lutions on the other side, b ut one can 
gather men together iu adv ocacy of any 
cause and get signatures to alm ost auy 
kind of petitions. 
My contention is 
that the b usiness men and thinking men 
of the country are opjKised to any step 
which is liab le to plunge the country 
into war. 
In my own state, for in ­ 
stance. there is only one prom inent 
newspaper which adv ocates the course 
adv ised b y the senate comm ittee ou for­ 
eign b elations. 
“ We hav e just gone through a cam­ 
paign in w hich we hav e 
promised 
jieace to the country. 
Is it consistent 
to present the incoming adm inistration 
witli a w ar on the threshhold of its ex­ 
istence? True there is an nndesiralne 
condition of affairs iu Cub a, b ut 1 b e­ 
liev e the reports are exaggerated. 
At 
sny rate, it is true that howev er cruel 
thè conduct of the Spaiiiwds, it finds 
\ its counterpart iu the b ehav ior of the 
. Cub ani. 
It is their w ay of fighting ; 
I they iMTO different from us.

MAD SENATORS FEARED. 


Tlifiy Might llefrat Arb itration Tr« atF 
W’ith England. 
W arhinotox 
, Dec, 24.—T here is no 
longer any doub t that the general arb i- | 
tration 
treaty b etween 
the U uited ' 
States and G reat Britain is practically 
complete, to the satisfaction of b oth 
gov ernm ents, and that its presentation * 
to congress may b e expected in the 
near future 
i^v eral m inor amend- i 
m eats hav e b een suggested and ac­ 
cepted from tim e to tim e during the 
progress of the negotiations, b ut it is 
now confidently b ehev ed that the clear 
copy, w hich was forwarded to Lord 
Salisb ury b y Sir JnU au Pauncefote 
ab out a week ago. w ill a t once receiv e 
the form al approv al of the B ritish 
prem ier and b e retnrned to W ashington 
in tim e to b e presented to the senate for 
ratification im mediately on the reas­ 
semb ling of congress after the holday 
recess, Jan. 6. 
The treaty has ulrcndy b een outlined 
in these dispatches. 
U nlike the Venezuelan b oundary a r­ 
rangem ent this treaty m ust go to our 
senate for ratification and the house of 
representativ es also w ill hav e an oppor­ 
tunity indirectly to pass judgm ent upon 
it, for legislation w ill b e necessary to 
prov ide the means to m aintain the com­ 
mission. 
The fate of the project in 
congress can only b e conjectured at 
present. 
Some fear is expressed that 
the issue made b y Secretary Olney ov er 
the (Dnb an question m ay som ewhat 
jeopardize this crow ning piece of dip­ 
lomacy b y inciting criticism and the 
cUsplay of ill feeling on the part of 
some senators who feel tha t their pre­ 
rogativ es hav e b een inv aded.

W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 
24. — W hatever 
course congress may finally take w ith 
respect to the Cam eron resolution, the 
insistent efforts of the present adm inis­ 
tration at least, w ill continue to be ex­ 
erted in behalf of an autonomous gov­ 
ernm ent for the Cubans. 
D uring the 
correspondence betw een this govern­ 
ment and Spain, the Canadian system 
has repeatedly been referred to as a 
model w hich Spain m ight do w ell to 
follow in gran tin g home rule to her Cu­ 
ban colonists. 
Tile objection, however, 
has been made aud w ith some reason, it 
is adm itted, th a t a system which would 
work adm irably w ith her m ajesty’s 
subjects in C anada, m ight utterly fail 
if applied to the Cubuns. 
T hat 8paiu has intim ated th at under 
certain conditions she would not be 
averse to granting a reasonable m easure 
of home rule to the Cubans, is beyond 
question. 
She, however, insists th at 
nothing less th an a disastrous defeat in 
battle will cause the insurgents to heed 
such propositions and it is regarded iii 
Madrid as useless to attem pt any of the 
reforms suggested until W eyler strikes 
a decisive blow. 
This governm ent, 
however, does not fully agree w ith th at 
view of the case, and undoubtedly it is ' 
m aking some progress in ifs contention 
for peace on a basis alike reasonable 
aud honorable to the Cubans as w'ell as 
to Spain, 
One of the principal motives w hich 
has actuated this governm ent in the 
course it has taken in this m atter is the 
protection of the persons aud property 
of citizens of the U luted States now* en­ 
gaged as tobacco and sugar planters in 
Cuba. Although the planters generally 
are said to sym pathize with tho Cuban 
cause, inform ation has reached this 
governm ent that, as a rule they enter­ 
tain serious doubts of the ability of the 
native Cubans, if wholly successful, to 
m aintain a stable and satisfactory gov­ 
ernm ent. 
W hat the planters most de­ 
sire is annexation to the United States, 
but as the adm inistration, as plainly 
made evident, regards this as out of tho 
question, tho planters next favor an 
autonomous governm ent under the ex­ 
ecutive supervision of Spain. 
Should Spurn consent to allow Cuba 
to legislate as to her own internal 
affairs, the U nited States, as stated by 
Mr. Olney in his report to congress, 
would consent to become responsible 
to Spain for the faithful observance of 
the conditions of the treaty between 
the two countries. 
The idea of this 
governm ent is th at this agreem ent 


coma be m ade a part of a new treaty 
between tho U nited Slates anil Spain, 
the necessity for which is adm itted by 
both governm ents. 
The lust treaty was 
made in 1796. 
Senator Hale has received a letter 
from Senator Hour, who is absent from 
the city, announcing his opposition to 
the Cuban resolutions and asking Sena- 
J tor Hale to pair him in any way th at 
will “defeat, delay or bring to confu­ 
sion” the resolutions re p o r ts 
from 
the com m ittee on foreign rlations. 
Semitore Hale, who is expected to 
lead the opposition to the Cuban reso­ 
lutions iii the senate, is preparing for 
the conflict which he expects to follow 
the holiday recess. 
It is the general 
understanding th a t the question will 
be one of the first, to be raised after the 
reconvening of congress aud it is looked 
forward to as a battle royal. “ The advo­ 
cates of the resolution.” said the Maine 
senator, “ were at first inclined to claim 
a tw o-thirds m ajority. 
I doubt w hether 
they feel so sanguine now and I am 
sure they woald not if they knew how 
rapidly the conservative sentim ent in 
the senate is grow ing.” 
“ I was sorry to see," tho senator con­ 
tinued, “ th at I had been quoted as say­ 
ing, in a boastful m anner, th at we 
should be able to defeat the resolution 
on a vote. 
I would not w ant to claim 
that result at the present time, but I 
hope for it in the end. 
Indeed, I am 
receiving assurances from influential 
senators every day of sym pathy w ith 
the movement iii opposition to the reso­ 
lution, aud I believe the sentim ent in 
the country is lapidly veering that way. 
Of course, then* are meetings and reso­ 
lutions on the other side, but one can 
gather m en together in advocacy of any 
cause and get signatures to alm ost auy 
kind of petitions. 
My contention is 
that the business men and thinking men 
of tho country are opposed to any step 
which is liable to plungo the country 
into war. 
la my own state, for in ­ 
stance, there is only one prom inent 
newspaper which advocates the course 
advised by the senate comm ittee on fo r­ 
eign Relations. 
“ We have ju st gone through a cam ­ 
paign iii w hich we have 
promised 
peace to the country. 
Is it consistent 
to present the incoming adm inistration 
with a w ar on the threshhold of its ex­ 
istence? True there is an undesirable 
condition of affairs in Cuba, but I be­ 
lieve the reports are exaggerated. 
At 
any rate, it is true th at however cruel 
the conduct of the Spaniards, it finds 
its counterpart in the behavior of the 
Cubans. 
It is their way of fighting; 
they are different from us. 
From 
w hatever standpoint the question is re­ 
garded there is no excuse in reason or 
precedent for the U nited States to in ­ 
terfere in this insurrection. 
I believe 
the senate is rapidly coming to realize 
this, aiel am therefore confident of suc­ 
cess in the end.” : 
i 
“ It has been intim ated,” suggested 
t ne reporter wit Ii whom Senator Hale 
was talking, “ that you will filibuster to 
defeat the Cameron resolution in the 
' senate.” 
* 
“ No tru th w hatever in th a t,” he re ­ 
sponded. 
“ It w ill not be necessary 
th at we should do so. 
The question 
raised by t ho comm ittee is one of vast I 
m agnitude and it will excite much de­ 
bate. 
The question of the respective 
i 
re rotative of the executive aud legis- 
itive branches of the governm ent, 
I which Mr. Olpey’s letter has raised, is 


calculated in ltsen to set m e lawyers 
talking at one another, and there is no 
telling how m ach tim e may be con­ 
sumed on this point. 
Hence I sav th at 
even if tho opponents of the resolution 
desired delay—which they do not— 
they would not have to resort to extran­ 
eous methods to secure it. 
It is, above 
all, foreign from our intentions to a t­ 
tem pt to use the appropriation bills to 
accomplish the postponement of the 
Cullen question. 
We are w illing th at 
this subject 
should be brought up j 
prom ptly and are content to use only | 
legitim ate weapons in our w arfare 
against it.”

MAD SENATORS FEARED. 


riiey M ight D efeat A rb itra tio n T reaty 
W ith E ngland. 


W a s h in g to n , Dec, 24.—There is no 
longer any doubt that the general arbi- | 
tration 
treaty between 
the U nited 
States and G reat Britain is practically 
(Nimplete, to the satisfaction of both 
governments, aud that its presentation 
to congress m ay be expected in the 
near future 
Several m inor am end­ 
m ents have been suggested and ac- j 
oepted from tim e to tim e during the ; 
progress of the negotiations, but it is 
now confidently believed th a t the clear 
copy, which w as forwarded to Lord 
Salisbury by Sir Julian Pauncefote 
about a week ago, w ill at once receive 
the formal approval of the B ritish 
prem ier and be returned to W ashington 
in time to be presented to the senate for 
ratification im m ediately on the reas­ 
sembling of congress after the holday 
recess, Jan. 5. 
The treaty has already been outlined 
in these dispatches. 
U nlike the Venezuelan boundary a r­ 
rangem ent this treaty m ust go to our 
senate for ratification and the house of 
representatives also w ill have au oppor­ 
tunity indirectly to pass judgm ent upon 
it, for legislation will be necessary to 
provide the m eans to m aintain the com­ 
mission. 
The fate of the project in 
congress can only be conjectured at 
present. 
Some fear is expressed th at 
the issue m ade by Secretary Olney over 
the Cuban question m ay som ew hat 
jeopardize th is crow ning piece of dip­ 
lomacy by inciting criticism and the 
display of ill feeling on the part of 
some senators who feel th at th eir pre­ 
rogatives have been invaded.

Ky., Dec. 84.— Reports of 
negroes organising to take indiscrim ­ 
inate vengeacn on the w hites for tho 
killing of Jim Htone by whitecapper# 
are causing alarm. 
W hile the reports 
in many cases are somewhat vague, be­ 
lief that they have some real founda­ 
tion is showu by the fact that liefore 
Stone was killed he and other negroes 
were unusually insolent toward the 
w hite people, that they w ent armed 
and omitted no occasion to provoke 
quarrels with unarm ed whites. 
It was 
Jim Stone's conspicuous leadership in 
this sort of behavior that caused his 
taking off by mob violence. 
Mayfield 
has been, as it were, in a state of siege 
for two days. 
Everybody is annini. 
Guards watch all the road* and inspect 
all trains. 
Wednesday Jim 8net, colored, was 
killed at the depot because he would 
not halt when challenged. 
Sunday 
Henry Finley, a negro, was killed by 
masked mcti, aud Monday night Jim 
Stone met the same fate. 
All were 
desperadoes, except possibly Snet. 
The 
houses of the negroes that have been 
burned were resorts of the lowest order 
arid places of rendezvous for the vilest 
of the vile to plot mischief The whiten’ 
patience having been exhausted, have 
determined to rid the community of 
these pests. 
From reports it seems likely that this 
race war will become general in West* 
ern Kentucky. 
There arn indications 
of danger in Groves and Marshall coun­ 
ties. 
The whites are well prepared in 
all this region. 
This fact and the inca­ 
pacity of negroes to organize may pre­ 
vent a serious outbreak.
